An oil field ordinance, which appears like a combina-
tion of victory and defeat, was ordered drafted for con-
sideration by the Torrance City Council next Tuesday.

The ordinance will go quite a way toward eliminating

sumps and safety hazards but
will leave the wooden derrick
problem virtually unanswered,

One of the proposed pro-
visions calls for the removal of
wooden derricks from wells
which have been abandoned or
have been inoperative for a pe-
riod of two years.

Technicality

While many wells do not
pump for long periods of time,
derricks may technically con-
tinue to stand as long as the
wells are activated even for
only a few days during a two-
year stretch,

On the brighter side of  the
ordinance are the provisions
regarding sumps., A few tem-
porary sumps will still be per-
mitted until such time as ade-
quate disposal methods are
worked out.
